Q. Ulm! is (ira! polio vaccine? 


A. Oral polio vaccine is a live but weakened 
vaccine licensed by the U. S. Public Health S e r ­ 
vice. There are three types. Each type of vaccine 
helps to protect against different types of polio. 
All three are needed. 


Q. Who should 
take the oral polio vaccine? 


A. Everyone from six weeks of age 
up. 
There is no top age limit. 


Q. When will the vaccine be administered? 
A. Type I will be given on Sunday between 
the hours of ll a.m. and 5 p.m. Type III will be 
administered on October 27th. Type II vaccine 
will be administered on Lecember 8th. 


Q. How is the oral polio vaccine adminis­ 
tered? 


A. 
By mouth. A few drops of vaccine 
are 
placed on a sugar cube and eaten. Infants 
will 
receive the vaccine orally by dropper.

Q. How much does the oral polio vaccine 


cost? 


A. A donation of 25 cents a dose for each in­ 
dividual is requested to help defray the cost of 
the program. Howeverr, no one will be denied 
the vaccine because of inability to make this do­ 
nation. 


Q. Should I take the oral polio vaccine even 
though I have had Salk shots? 


A. Yes. The oral polio vaccine can not only 
help protect you against polio, but can also help 
prevent your carrying polio to others. Salk vac­ 
cine provides only temporary 
immunity, 
and 
does not prevent you from being a carrier of the 
virus. 


(J. Can I get oral vaccine from my doctor? 


A. Of course, but your doctor is cooperating 
with this mass program because he knows mass 
immunization is far more effective than individu­ 
al treatment. Any of the three types missed can 
be obtained from your family doctor. 


Q. Why are we giving the polio vaccine iii 
this order? 


A. Type I — Type III — Type II. Type I is 
responsible for over 63*/2 per cent of the polio in 
the United States. Type III is responsible for 33*A 
per cent. Type II is responsible for the other 3 
per cent. That is the reason why we give Type I 
first and Type III next. 


Q. Who is sponsoring the polio vaccine pro­ 
gram iii Bucks County? 


A. The Bucks County Medical Society. 


Q. Can a person contract polio as a result 
from taking the polio vaccine? 


A. No, there is no possibility of your getting 
polio from the vaccine. 
Q. How long will it take to get the vaccine? 
A. Only a few moments. All you have to do 
is fill out your registration form beforehand, 
then hand it to the registrar at the clinic en­ 
trance, and get your vaccine. Trained doctors, 
nurses and pharmacists will staff each location. 
Q. How long will immunization last after a 


person takes the oral polio vaccine? 


A. While the vaccine is still relatively new, 
we can not be sure, but experts believe it will 
give you long-term immunization against polio. 
We do not feel that booster shots will be required. 


Q. How long after a person takes the vaccine 
does it become effective in providing immunity? 


A. From two to three weeks. 


Q. Are there any persons who should not 
take the oral polio vaccine? 


A. Only persons who have a high fever, nausea 
and vomiting, or diarrhea should refrain from 
taking the vaccine. If you are well enough to 
come to the clinic, you are well enough to take 
the vaccine. 


Q. Can I take the vaccine if I have had a 
vaccination with a live measles vaccine? 


A. If you have recently been vaccinated with 
the live vaccine within the month you should not 
take the polio vaccine at this time.

Buries Three 


Negro Girls

Funeral services for three of 
the four Negro girls killed in a 
church bombing Sunday at Birm­ 
ingham, Ala,, were to be held to­ 
day with Negro leader Martin 
Luther King Jr. delivering the 
main eulogy. 


The other victim, Carol Robert­ 
son, 14, was buried Tuesday in a 
tearful 
ceremony 
attended 
by 
more than 1,500 persons. At least 
25 white ministers and priests 
and a white city councilman were 
present. 


“Their deaths have not been in 
vain,” said the Rev. John H. 
Cross, pastor of the bombed 16th 
Street Baptist Church. “May we 
not seek revenge by perpetrating 
evil but may we seek to find the 
God she sought.” 


Authorities said after the fun­ 
eral that murder charges had 
been filed against two 16-year-old 
white boys in the fatal shooting 
of a Negro youth following the 
bombing. 


Police in Selma. Ala., Tuesday 
arrested at least 12 Negroes dur­ 
ing an antisegregation demonstra­ 
tion in the tightly segregated city. 
Nine of the group were charged 
with marching without a permit 
and three were charged with dis­ 
orderly conduct. 


About 200 Negro c h i l d r e n 
marched from their school to a 
church in a protest against seg­ 
regation at Williamston, N. C. 
Police said the march was so or­ 
derly that "we hardly considered 
it a demonstration.” 


Elsewhere in the nation: 


Wilmington, N. C.: About 200 
Negroes, half of them juveniles, 
were arrested Tuesday night dur­ 
ing an antisegregation demon­ 
stration at three theaters. Police 
said there were no incidents but 
they arrested the Negroes on dis­ 
orderly 
conduct 
charges 
when 
they began singing, clapping their

Senators Look 


Ahead On Ban 


WASHINGTON UPI) - Senate 
leaders were hopeful today that 
an answer had been found to de­ 
mands by Sen. Richard B. Rus­ 
sell, D-Ga., and others that any 
future amendments to the nuc­ 
lear test ban treaty with Russia 
be subject to Senate ratification. 


Their formula seemed unlikely 
to shake Russell’s firm opposi­ 
tion to the pact. But it was 
thought it might help guarantee 
the support of senators who might 
be inclined to listen to Russell’s 
arguments. 
The development came as two 
more 
Republicans declared 
in 
favor of the treaty. Their action 
had been anticipated and left the 
indicated lineup at 82 senators 
committed or inclined to vote for 
the pact, 13 opposed and 5 un­ 
certain. 


A two-thirds majority is re­ 
quired for ratification — or 67 
senators if all are present and 
voting. 


Russell, chairman of the armed 
service committee, is pressing an 
amendment to the treaty resolu­ 
tion of ratification. It would as­ 
sure the Senate the right to pass 
on any future amendments to the 
treaty. 
Informed sources said it was 
finally decided that a preamble 
should be added to the resolution 
of ratification reasserting the Sen­ 
ate's constitutional right to pass 
on amendments to the treaty as 
well as on the original agree­ 
ment.

Mrs. Ida Tomlinson of 2575 Gal­ 
loway Road, was ordered to ap­ 
pear in court two weeks ago with 
her grandchildren after juvenile 
authorities discovered the chil­ 
dren living with her under sub­ 
normal conditions.

The British were singled out for 
attack because they have strong­ 
ly backed the new nation, which 
is a federation of Singapore, Ma­ 
laya and two British territories 
on the island of Borneo, part of 
which is shared by Indonesia. The 
new federation is opposed by In 
donesia and the Philippines, with 
both of whom Malaysia severed 
diplomatic relations Tuesday.

Slabbed In Phila. 
2 Women Found Dead 
In Bloody Row Home 


PH ILA D ELPH IA 'U P I) - Two 
women were found stabbed to 
death in a blood-drenched room 
In a row home here Tuesday 
night. Police sounded a 13-state 
alarm for the husband of one of 
the victims. 
The nude bodies of the women 
were found by the parents of 
Mrs. Eleanor Butler, 27. who was 
killed along with Mrs. Joan Finn, 
27, of Petersburg, Va., a visitor 
to the Butlers. 
Both victims had been stabbed 
in the throat and chest. Throe 
blood-stained butcher knives were 
found in different rooms of the 
two-story 
house. 
The walls of 
three downstairs rooms, the stair­ 
way and a second floor bedroom 
were splattered with blood. 
Police sought Charles Butler, 
31, a mechanic for American Air­ 
lines at Idlewild Airport, New 
York, for questioning. Butler was 
seen pounding on the front door 
of the house Monday night, 
At Idlewild Airport, police said 
Butler had not shown up for work 
rn two days. 


A police medical examiner said 
the women were killed Monday 
night or early Tuesday. 
Butler was believed to have the 
couple’s son, Charles Jr., 9, with 
him. 
Investigators said they found a 
note to Mrs. Butler in an up­ 
stairs bedroom. They said the 
message “ indicated” an accusa­ 
tion of infidelity and was signed 
with Butler’s initials. 
Mrs. Finn, a cashier in a bowl­ 
ing alley in Petersburg, was here 
in an attempt at reconciliation 
with 
her 
husband 
Andrew, 
a 
brick mason. The Finns’ six-year- 
old daughter, Lorinda, remained 
in Virginia. 
Mrs. Butler’s mother, Catherine 
Alexander, 
and her stepfather, 
Robert went to the home Tues­ 
day night because they got no 
answer to the telephone. They 
used their own key to enter and 
saw the bodies immediately. 
Alexander called police. 
Finn said Tuesday night he be­ 
lieved his wife was killed trying 
to defend Mrs. Butler
